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The Master Plan, for Tow of 

Wilmington, fa which the town 
voted $2100 (and which was 
matched by $2100 in Federal 
funds) was released to the 
public by the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board, 

Containing sweeping recormend 
ations on a dozen different 
subjects, the plan was 'pre- 
pared by the firm of Planning 
and Renewal Associates of Bos- 
ton for the Planning Board. 

Recommendations on future 
school sites, improvements on 
highways, future parking areas 
and land use are among the 
principal subjects covered 

Stating that Wilmington’s po- 
pulation can be expected to 
rise to about 25,000 peop le by 
1980, the report states that 
the continual in-migration 
will tend to keep Wilmington’ s 
population young. 

By 1980, the report predicts, 
the population of West Wilming 
ton will have doubled, those 
of Silver Lake, Wilmington 
Center and East Wilmington 
will have increased 2% times, 
and ‘orth Wilmington wfll have 
qadrupled its popufation. 

A decentralized system of 
schools is recommended, with 
8 room schools to be built in 
various parts of town, one 
being in the Aldrich Road area 
another in the Shawsheen Ave., 
area, a third on or near Bout- 
well Street, a fairthom or 
near Park Street, and a fifth 
in North Wilmington. 

Three intermediary schools of 
20 rooms each are recommended, 
one in the west part of town, 
one in the east and another in 
the north. 

Recommended is the discarding 
of the Walker, Whitfield and 


discarding are the Mildred Ro- 

gers School, and the Swain, 

Buzzell and Center Schools, 
Off Street Parking 

Recommended is an off street 
parking area near the North 
Wilmingtm railroad depot, at 
Silver Lake near Main Street, 
and at Concord Street near the 
railroad, - the latter being a 
part of a recommendation to 
transfer the North Wilmington 
railroad depot and the North 
Wilmington P atoffice to the 
Concord Street area in the be- 
lief that there may be a large 
shopping center in the area 
where the projected Route 28 
will cross Concord Street. 

Town Buildings 

Recommended is a new Town 
Hall and Police Headquarters, 
and auxiliary Fire Stations at 
Silver ;ake and in the West 
Wilmington area, with a suit- 
able site to be chosen in No, 
Wilmington for an eventual 
fire station. 
A town garage is recommended, 
either in the Wildwood Ceme- 
tary or in the Town park, 
northeast of the railroad. The 
existing town garage falls in 
to the planned Urban Renewal 
area, the rep ct states, and 
will have to be given up by 
the town. 

New Bridges 

The report recommends a new 
bridge at Shawsheen Avenue, : in 
a relocated position, one at 
Lake Street, and one at Burl- 
ington Avenue, all over the 
Boston & Maine Railroad. 

In the event these bridges 
are’ constructed the report re- 
commends making foot and bicy- 
cle bridges out of the present 
Butters Row and Nichols Street 
bridges, with new roads to 
West Schools. connect these areas to cther

The people who live on Shawsheen Avenue are 
iof course furious. This is quite understandable 
Their bridge is unusable, and they are forced 
to use Bridge Lane, which is a lonely unlit 
road. 

There are some who think that the town 
should fix the bridge and then send a bill to 
the B&MRR, 

In the first place the town hasn't the money 
to fix the bridge, and if the town did have it 
it could not do so legally. Money has to be ap- 
Propriated for a purpose befgre it is spent. 
and no money has been appropriated in this case 
If town officials were to spend money fixing 
the bridge they would be liable for criminal 
prosecution. 

But just suppose the town officials did go 
ahead and have the bridge fixed. Suppose that 
there was a tacit agreement that no one would 
complain - that there would be no criminal pro- 
secution etc. Just suppose that the town were 
to fix the bridge with the idea of having the 
B&M pay the bill later. 

The responsibility would then be the town's. 
No sane and right minded lawyer fof the B&M 
would approve of that railroad paying a bill 
under such circumstances. 


A CHANGE IN THE BY LAWS 

The Board of Selectmen are to call a Special 
Town Meeting on January 20th. 

This is not an extraordinary thing in itself 
because there frequently is a special tcwn meet 
ing about this time of the year. Nevertheless 
it is newsworthy in that to be proposed is a 
change in the By-Laws. 

Specifically, the town will be asked to vote 
that a report of the Finance Committee saying 
"No Action' will be acceptable under the By-Law 
of Wilmington. 

At the present time the Finance Committee 
can report fav arably or unfavcrably. and in 


these two ways only. 
Last summer as many of our readers will re- 


member the Finance Committee reported "No Ac- 
tion’ on the proposal to build an additional 
18 rooms to the High School. It.was the only 
thing that the Finance Committee felt it could 
do under the circumstances. 

The report of "No Action' was questioned by 
Harold Melzar on the Town Hall floor. What Mr. 
Melzar was trying to accomplish is best known 
to that gentleman, and we would not want to 
find ourselves in the position of putting words 
into his mouth, but it may be presumed that he 
ws trying to draw the attention of the Modera- 
tor to the fact that there is no provisions in 
the By-Laws for such a vote, and as such any 
vote by the town was illegal, at that time. 

If such was Mr. Melzar's position his 
thoughts have been upheld by the examining at- 
torneys for the bank that passed on the valid- 
ity of the proposed bonds for the proposed ad- 
dition to the High School. Those ®ttorneys 
ruled that’ the vote was illegal, and that no 
bonds could be issued. 

A change in the By-Law could prevent a re- 


currence of such an event.

This is the money that the town ‘has 
on hand at the end of the year which can be 
used to lower taxes in the following year. If 
there is say $70,000 the tax figure will be 
dropped about $4, or to about $66. No one will 
know for several weeks yet just how much money 
will be in "excess and deficiency.' 

Some of the Selectmen are rather sore at the 
School Committee for their increase. Chairman 
Nick De Felice has declared that he feels 
that the School Committee budget increases in 
prop,@tion to the valuation, so as to wipe out 
any gains that might possibly have been made.

halt or 1t 1s pecause of the incre@&sed payments 
on principle and interest on school bonds. Mr. 
De Felice is quite bitter about it all. 

An examination of the Town Manager's Budget 

is interesting in many respects. [t ‘is a finely 
worked document which shews all figures since 
1953 and lends itself easily for comparisons, 
There is only one thing we don't like about it 
and that is that Library and Recreations are 
grouped together in one heading. Such a group- 
ing we feel is not fair to either of these ac- . 
tivities. 
The library, for instance spent $3500 in 
1953. In 1957 it spent about $7000. Yet the 
figure that is shown is nearly $14,000, which 
would lead some people to suspect other than 
the facts of the case. 

Noteworthy in the new budget is that one 

item has been decreased - that of public works. 
The Town Manager's recommendation fa Public 
Works is $150,623, down $11,000 from last year. 
The request for this item was $209,000 and it 
is evident that the TM did quite a bit of slash 
ing. 
Another item that makes our public works 
costs lower is, of course, the employment of 
the Betterment Act in Wilmington. The greatest 
part of the work done in extending water mains 
and a large part cf the wark on new streets, 
planred for 1958 will be paid for by the people 
who directly benefit. 

There is one more thing that should be men- 
tioned, and that is the additional items that 
may be voted in the town meeting as a result of 
additional articles in the town warrant. Pre- 
sumably the taxpayers will want to go along | 
with the Town Manager in keeping such items out 
of the 1958 costs, but there is no predicting 
at this time. :
